The sister herself came in with a 
dust broom and a pitcher of iced 
l4fnionad(>. Once or twice Mr. Tif- 
fany was about to explain who he 
was and to say that he was a guest 
at the Poland Spring House, but she 
gave him no chance.

Mr. Tiffany has enjoyed many 
good meals in the course of his 



active life. He knows, for instance, 
what a <linn(M' can be fit tins Hol- 
land Hou.sc or the Waldorf-Astoria. 
Hut in all his life he has nevei en- 
joyed a lunch as much as he did 
that one. 

Perhaps tlie romancMi of it added 
the flavor of the meal. The fact 
that everylihinjT servcil came fioni 
the farm of tin? Sliiikers was nn- 
other thing. The liirht l)reai!, lie 
was told, was iimde of tlmir jjioiind 
out in their own mill. The honey 
was from the row of iiives down 
among the clover in the orchard; 
the preserves from the ilaiU cellars;

the story of his adventure. 

A few days afterwatd a voach 
slopped ai the trustees' olttce at 
Shaker village. It was from Pol- 
and Spring. A liveried footman 
got down and handed a package to 
Aunt Amelia when she came to the 
door. 

" From Mr. TifTany," he said, and 
went away. 

The Shaker sisters gathered 
around in the silling room to see it 
opeoaU.

So you all see plainly that 
eveiy one must work if they want 
bread lo eat, even tlu> blind, or arm- 
less man feels obliged to do soine- 
tliiiig by vvliicli they can ••am their 
living. 

When ji man cainiul do one 
thing on account of ids aflliction, 
he can do something else, accord- 
ing lo liis will, " WItere there is a 
will, Iheii-'sa way." No man should 
feel that his afHiclion is a bar to 
success until he has tried laimei'ons 
ways of earning his living 

lint all classes of in"n in all 
CDiidilions of life have often t'omid 
dillicnilics in obtaining employ- 
iiieiil . 

Now, brothers and sisters in 
alllictioM, il would ilo well for us \o 
remove such dilllculties if we 
possibly can do so. We all 
know thai often we have felt 
the effect of o.ur aflliclions by 
being rejected in our applica- 
tion for work, but .such feelings 
never last long, knowing, as we 
<lo, that there are other channels 
by which wo may find work 
where no hearing is required, 

inasmuch as Ihe bliml man seeks 
...mk wiirir iiv< sijiiii f^ iieeiieo, 

and the armless where no hands 
are iie(>(led. 

If we have eyes to see with and 
a strong coiistitiuion, wiiy slionld 
we be reji'cted for situations which 
we can fill as well if not belter 
than Ihe aveiage hearing man ? 
Now, for instance, a carpenter ad- 
vertises for thfrly men. Twenty 
men respond, among them a deaf- 
mute and a semi-ninte, both sober, 
industrious, and skilful workmen. 
The employer begins at the head of 
the wailing list, oy questioning one 
at a lime as to his abilities, etc., as- 
signs tlieni lo woik, one at a time, 
until he comes lo the <leaf-mule, 
and poms out th(> same questions, 
the deaf man nalurally points to his 
ear and mouth, iheii gesticulates 
that he can wield a plane and drive 
nails The employer smiles, shrugs 
his shoulders, and finally shakes his 
head. Tht> poor feUow goes away, 
looking back to ste what success 
the ' more fortunate' <me, the semi- 
mute, meets with. This one, of 
course, has hoi)es of success, for he 
can arliculale and, therefore, sees 
more hope. He meets with the same 
(jtiestion.s, iind lioes his best to make 
his speech understood. It does not 
take the einployiM long to find out 
that he will suit no beftei.if not 
worse than Ihe deaf-inute, so he too 
is rejected, but not entiioly <lis- 
(!ouraged ; for in a few days he and 
his friend are back again to see how 
the hearing men get alont;. To 
llieir MUiprise half of the men liave 
been di.scharge'l, ami taking ad- 
viinlage of this fad, they once 
more aiijn'oach the employer, and 
plead for a fair trial, even at no 
pay. A fair trial having been 
given, in nearly all cases the men 
ar(< retaiiHxl. 

How many carpenters are there 
in Ma.ssachnsetts, or New Kngland V 
Yet I know one deaf-mute with a 
v«>ry limited education, wiio is in 
great demand, and is called from 
phice to phu'c, where a skilful 
workman is re(|uired. He does not 
like to leave hjs family so much, 
but the templing wages settles that 
mijtter, and he is never idle. 

You, who have from time to time 
met with Ihe same reply " no deaf- 
nyites employed, we did enijiloy 
one, Init nevi>r will employ an- 
other." ♦ ♦ * 'p,) remove this 
wi'oiig impression and bar that have 
been cast against you by other 
deaf-mutes, suppose you olTer woik 
gi'niis for a week or so. Go to 
work with a will ; show him that 
you ar(>sobor, indiiNlrions ami have 
his interests al heart; jirobably in a 
shinl time, he will have a changed 
opinion of you. You can show him 
that all deaf-mules stvf not aliU" 



any more than ai'e hearing persons, 
and the chances are you will be re- 
tained as a valued employee, and 
he will very likely wonder why he did 
not reason on this question before. 
Now suppose we do something 
else to remove such adiseriinination. 
If there is a law against discrimina- 
tions on account of color, race, or 
r<'ligion, and if any Slate legislature 
has made laws in Ihe intei'cst of 
working peojile, why c!annot we get 
out a petition to our respective 
legislatirres, or to Congr-ess, to make 
laws against discriminalion on ac- 
count of deafness, except in certain 
branches of eirrployment where deaf- 
ness is reallj' a barrier to success?

When the first chilil comes to n deaf-mute 
couple, the first remark of hearing people 
is: "How is that dejif mother ever ^oing 
to l)ring up the child. " Of course that is a 
discouraging remark, but let them wait and 
we will show them. 

If the child hears, we naturally teach it 
our sign-language, an naturally it will 
make its wants known «s plainly a,s the 
child of hearing niotliers at the same age. 
As soon as the little one is old enough to 
understand, it should be taught tliat there 
is a Heavenly Father, wholovesand watches 
over little diiidren, who is pleased when 
they do right and displeased when they do 
wrong. 

In this way let their morals be guarded. 
Beginning with their moral training early, 
and watch over them at all times, tlie first 
otTence should call for a kindly talk on the 
wrong done by the child, but a repetition 
sliouid in sitme way tie punished. We all 
know as the child grows older and knows 
its way alK)Ut the street, they will go to 
places and innocently associate with com- 
panions, who will poison their mimls. etc. 
at this periml the mother shoulii l>e par- 
ticularly on the look-out, and should insist 
upon knowing where and what company 
the child is keeping, whether they are the 
children of irreligious or worldly jieople, 
who give no tho itrht or time "to their 
children's moral edu".atiou. 

The mother should encourage the child's 
coi»i>»'>'-'"" f" ■•' ■; -~ <'.»po 'i,).! Hii tiuuii^ 
accompany them about, so in this w'iiy xne 
mother can form an opinion of the ciun- 
pany the child keeps and act accordingly, 
'i'hc children of deaf mothers should l)e 
taught that they should not be ashamed of 
their inireiits, wiio are deaf for no fault of 
theirs, but at "(ioil's will." and the mother 
should take pains to stop and listen, no mat^ 
ter how busy she is, when the child is in 
need of council or assistance, and consider 
the imiH>rtanceand responsibilites, so when 
the time comes, when the mother really 
needs the child's assistance, it will be giveii 
with a will m account of its early training 
to love and obey. 

It would seeni that ttie boys need the most 
care, as they are so fond of roaming away 
from home and moth»r's watchful eyes, 

The mother should make a companion of 
the girls, and in a kindly loving talk may 
tea>"li them lo have contlence in her, that is 
--not to 1h' afraid to t<'ll her anything, in 
order that she may give her timely advice 
and the father should make himself a gooii 
example for the boy, and impress into the 
boy's mind early the danger ot bad com- 
panions, also smoking, gambling or drink- 
ing, etc. 

In a large family, there is very often a 
lilack sheep, who needs especial care and 
brings sorrows in the mother's heart. 

Tench them to resiiect and be courteous to 
the aged and infirni and to be charitalile to 
one's faults, to treat their teachers and com- 
panions kindlv as they would like to he 
treated themselves. 

Mothers should take interest in their 
school-work and c(Voi)erate'Aviththe teach- 
er in any thing that will benefit the child. 
They cannot bring the children up to per- 
fection and success, but they can do their 
very best 

The deaf mother, who can bring up ber 
chiMren to perfect manhood or woman- 
hood, indeed m-complishes a great deal of 
giuHl in a life. 

How happy in her old ngt> will she be 
having done so much despite lier aHliction.

More quiet services were never 
held in a Chicago church than tlio.se 
held yesterday morning at Trinity 
Church, corner of Michigan .\ ve- 
nue and Twenty-sixth Sti'eet.

few words in regard to the Mission, 
siiu'e I became its president on the 
death of "Tom" Br-owri, the first 
president ,uid Ihe organizer of this 
and other organizations, whitrli have 
been of great benefit to tlu^ tleaf 
throughout the country, I found 
that tho finances of tbe Mission 
were in a pretty sound condition, 
and I begin to think that they 
might very properly be applied to a 
practical use by employing a por- 
tion of the fund to aid Ihe spiritual 
welfiire of the deaf living all over 
the State. The best means of ac- 
complishing this seemed the aii- 
|)ointment tif some mute of special 
fitness and capacity to no about and 
conduct r* ligious services at such 
places and limes as seemetl con- 
venient. Just at that time the 
fame of Mr. E. W. Frisbee, of 
Everett, Mttss., as a preacher, was 
spreading, I tlid not know him in- 
timately then. I thought we would 
give him a (diance to come to New 
Hampshire in the capacity of a 
missionary. When we found him 
to be as we expected, we employed 
him to come as often as practicable, 
,s't(/>;>c/ lo approva] of all cttnn'rned, 
ami at one of these conventions 
held elsewhere he was iinaminous- 
ly appointed a missioiuiry. New 
Hannishire to l>e considered his 
diocese. This election has been re- 
[leated at every convention since, 
arrd this fact has invariably tlispell- 
edihe conjecture of .'*ome that he 
has been my tool, and thai he has 
beerr appointed t>veiy year to the 
exclusion of the tit her preacheis, 
throuirh what Ihe disinterested deaf- 
mute claimed to be my infiuence. 
The members voted him to be our 
missionary of their own accord. 
You must nt)t forget that I am 
elected to serve you, not for any 
arbitrary use of my power. Why 
you have elected me pit>sideiit at 
every biennial since the death of 
Mr. Brown. That is sufficient to 
lir-ove that they repose confidence in 
my honesty. It is true that the 
path of a pr-esident is never strewn 
with I'oses. If criticisms an* hurled 
at him, they are also vaguely 
Ihiowii at the assembly. 

" I wish to give you a few hint« 
on decorum, yet I do not want to 
be rude with you, but I will be 
lenient with you. The observances

Some misctdlaneous business wa.s 
transacted in short or'der — in fact, 
it was the shortest .session. 

Prof. Clark had lo cut short his 
lecture, much to Iht^ regret of all 
present, owimr to the late hour, 
l)Ul il was appreciated. The sub 
ject was on the Chinese .Muddle, or 
War. 

On Sunday Ihe deaf-nuitcs met 
in common with the people at the 
same church. Rev. Knapp read 
his sermon. Prof. Clark intf-rpret- 
iiii;' it into signs. It Wiis ver'V in- 
teresting. Several took the Com- 
ninnicm. In the evening, in the 
v»stry, hymns were sung. 

Monday found us makinjj- pibTim-

Vernon, six miles away. They 
declareil it well worth the 
trouble lo yro.

The reporter of the above pHi>er 
who was present, said that there whs 
more talk (in the mute language) 
arrd less said (in English) than at 
any convention he ever attended. 
Between the platform acts the 
mutes all talke<l at once without 
making any noise — ann that is more 
than we fellows can do.

" .Monday they barged to Mt.

Many interesting moving pictures 
have been shown at the Eden Musee 
but the most thrilling one and the 
one taken under the imwt difficulties 
is now being shown at that popular 
institution. It was taken frt>m thi» 
EifTel Tower at the Paris Exposi- 
tion. A rule is in force there which 
prevents pictures being taken with- 
out a special permit. The manage- 
ment of the Musee secured a i>ermit 
recently, but another j)ermit was 
neci».s8ary to allow of the pictuire 
being taken during an ascent of the 
elevator in the tower. Finally 
these obstacles was overcome, and 
on Sunday, August 18th, 1900, the 
Mnsee artists with a special equip- 
ineiit entered the elevator. It was 
a special trip made in the busiest 
part of the day. Nearly one hun- 
dred thousantl people were watch- 
ing the tower. As ^>on as the 
elevator started the picture machine 
wjts set in motion and continued to 
the ttip. Then another picture was 
taken during the descent. A 
special artist Untk the films on ship- 
bojirtl, developed them, and ten 
days later they were Iwing shown at 
the Musee. Fully fifteen minutes 
are occupieil in showing tbe a8<'«nt 
ami the descent. As the elevator 
goes up, the f ices of the vast crowd 
grow less distinct and finally ap- 
pear like little siiecks. Then they 
iiegin to grow plainer and finally 
the ground is reache<l again. Dur- 
ing the whole trip the entire ex|M)«i- 
tion grounds can be plainly seen, 
and altogether the pictures give 
the best view iH)ssible of the grounds 
and the visitors in att-endance. 
The pictures are shown each after- 
noon and evening, together with 
many other interesting pictures 
which are arranged in series of 
twelve each, one series being shown 
each hour. In addition the pic- 
tures, there ate afternoon andeven- 
inu itoncerta of classical antl pt)pu- 
lar music, and hundreds of interest- 
ing wax gniups and figures which 
are continually undergoing changes.

Kditor of THE Journal :—

A strange derelict was lately cast 
up by the sea at the end of the 
Ymuiden (Holland) breakwater, 
some two months ago, after a heavy 
storm. It, appears tliat early one 
morning a man was found clinging 
to the outermost extreme of the 
breakwater, who, on being taken 
to a place of safety, was discovered 
to be both deaf and dumb. After 
a while, and under medical treat- 
ment, the man was fully restored 
to his normal health, J)ut remained 
deaf and dumb. As he was unable 
to read and write, all efforts to es- 
tablish his identity had been given 
up, and all hopes of ascertaining 
from whence he came had been 
about relinquished, when one day 
the sailor made several rude draw- 
ings, one of a trawler, the other of a 
barkentiiio under staysail, lower 
foretopsail, main staysail, reefed 
mainsail, double-reefed spanker, 
and made the two drawings on sep- 
arate pieces of paper, which he 
took in his hands and bumped 
them together. His attendant 
inferred from the above that he 
wished to say that he was on a 
trawler that was run down by a 
barkenfine, and when later he was 
shown a number of flags of different 
nationalities, he grabbed the British 
ensign and held it to his breast, from 
which it was inferred that he was an 
F^nglishman. Thisbeing establish- 
ed to the satisfaction of the British 
Consul at Amsterdam, he took 
stejis to have the the unfoifunate 
human derelict sent to England, 
and he is at present at Goole, 
where a number of scientific men 
are trying to restore him his fa- 
culties, wliich they believe were lost 
through tin, terrible exposure to 
whieh the man had been subjected 
All hopes of finding his relations 
have been given u]). While he can 
flraw ships tolerably well, he can- 
not draw any thing else, and is 
therefore estopped from using that 
meitiis of making his place of re- 
sidence or his relatives known. — 
donsl Seunuin''s Journal.

The police of the East Twenty- 
second Street station found a girl, 
deaf and dumb, wandering about 
Third Avenue is a dazo<l and 
bewildered condilicm and apparently 
lost, early yesterday morning. She 
was taken to the station house and 
la'er transferred to the East Thirty- 
fifth Street station, where she could 
be placed under t he care of a mntron. 
There all efforts lo get a clue to the 
gill's name or home were unsuccess- 
ful, and she was finally sent to 
Bellevue Hospital. 

The girl was unable the write, and 
all efforts on the part of the deaf 
and dumb interpreters at the hos- 
pital failed to eli(Ml any infurma- 
lion as t,o the girl's identify. 

The hospital authorities became 
much interested in the strange case, 
and finally scut for Supeiiutendent 
(iruver of the deaf and dumb school 
at 009 Lexington Avenue. He went 
to the hospital anil after a longtime 
succeeded, by mean of the "face" 
language, in getting from the girl 
the name of Samuel (ioldberg of 133 
KnHi Broadway. A visit to this 
number i)roved that Goldberg lived 
there, luit he was away from home. 

Later in the day, and while efforts 
wor(« still beiim made to learn more 
of the girl's identity, she was sifting 
near the desk of Paul Franzel, his- 
tory clerk of the hospital, when 
suddenly she leaned forward, pick- 
ed up a small penknife that was 
lying on Franzel's desk, and drew 
it (piie'kly, in pantomime motion, 
across her throat and downward 
across her chest. The authorities 
were mu(di ahrmed, thinking from 
the girl's moticui that she meant 
tliat she would commit suicide. Ef- 
forts to learn her name were coii- 
fiuued, however, and at last the 
miinber, 1ft Riifger Place was ob- 
tained from the girl by means of the 
ViirioiiH methoils known l,o the 
teiudiers of the <leaf and dumb. 

A visit was made at once to that 
number and there It was found that 
the girl's name was Dora Apenski, 
and that the number given was her 
home. She had Ireen missinn for 
two days, and when taken home was 
re<>cived with ojien arms by the 
members of her family. 

The pantomimic performance of 
drawing the knife across her throat, 
it was found, was a result of a flash 
of memory. Five weeks ago a boy 
living in the house where Ih© 
Apenski family reside committed 
suicide by cutting his throat. At 
the same time he cut a gash in his 
chest. The girl had seen the boy's 
liody after death, and had used the 
motions made at the hospital for 
the puri)o.se of recalling to the hos- 
pital attendants the rtase of the sui- 
cide, and thus give a clue to her ad- 
dress. — N. Y. TimeH.

The Gallandet Home tor Asfed 
nnd Inflrm l>enf^inate«. 



This Home was established by 
"The Church Mission to Deaf- 
MutoH," in I88(i, on a farm of 15G 
acres by the IfudHon River, six 
miles below Pouglikeepsie. It has 
been a comfort already to upwards 
of forty ufflictcfl people. Friends 
have rallied around this Home so 
that it is entirely free from debt. 
It is intended to receive itimates 
ev<!ntually from the whole Slate of 
New York. PeopU- of this class 
have all been educated, but have 
i)roken down in tin; battle of life. 
Several of the inmates are deaf and 
dumb and blind. 

On Sunday night, Feb. 18th, the 
main building and the wing recently 
added for the men, were destroyed 
by a sudden and dreadful fire. 
'I'ho inmates— fourteen women and 
eleven men — were bravely rescued, 
and are now tiomfortable in tempo- 
rary quarters in I'oughkeepsie. 

In addition to the insurance, it 
will take $20, 000 to give our silent 
friends another C!lirislian Kefiige. 
They lost all their peisonal elTects 
in the raging Hames. We would 
Muike tlu'in glad again as far as pos- 
sible, 'I'lie Trustees of the Church 
Mission to Deaf-Mules appeal for 
funds to build a new and better 
Home.
